In presenting this report the Superintending Committee avail 
themselves of the opportunity to request the citizens of Weare 
to bear earnestly in mind that the expenses of the school system 
are very considerable ; that the outlay is made for the benefit of 
the children, and that no considerations, personal or political, 
should be allowed to mar the good work. 

Let public opinion punish, as it so easily can, any disregard of 
these self-evident truths and you will see much more accomplished 
in the training of the young than is possible where any motives 
of the baser sort are allowed to make themselves felt in the man- 
agement of the school establishment. 

The general’condition has been moderately good, but progress 
in the improvement of the common school system is very slow. 
‘There is much more difference in the condition and value of dis- 
trict schools than is shown by the reports, as the practice of mak- 
ing them appear as nearly upon a level as possible has been in 
vogue so long that it has become a custom which few committee 
men would take the trouble to break, and, if the delusion satis- 
fies those who pay the bills, it is not an easy task. Let us hope 
that the time is coming when the school report will show the 
exact condition of each school, the precise value of each teacher, 
hiding no faults and grudging no praise where it is due. 

Districts Nos. 1, 2, 5, 6, and 15 are reported by A. H. Sawyer ; 
Nos. 3, 4, 7, 9, and 10, by A. B. Johnson; and Nos. 8, 11, 12, 
13, and 14 by J. P. Dearborn.
